DELAY TOUCHES

WASHINGTON, March 6 
(AP)—Delay in House commit- 
tee action on a civil rights bill 
kicked off a partisan dispute to- 
day as to why the legislation is 
making slow progress in the | 
Democratic-controlled Congress. | 

Representative Kenneth Keat- 
ing of New York, senior Re- 
publican on the House Judici- | 


ary Committee, said President | 


Eisenhower has “placed this | 


bill high on his ‘must’ list” and | 
Republicans are trying hard to | 
bring it to a vote. 

“But,” he added, “we simply 
do not have the votes to pre- 
vail in these maneuverings.” 

However, Representative John 
McCormack of Massachusetts, 
the Democratic leader, said in 
an interivew he will call up the 
bill for a House vote “as soon 
as the Rules Committee finishes 
with it.” 

Some Democrats predict a 
House vote by late March or 
early April. | 

McCormack said there is no 
truth to rumors that the House 
will wait until the Senate acts. 

Delay Until Tuesday. 

The latest argument was 
touched off when the Judiciary 
Committee, at the urging of 
southern members, agreed yes- 
terday to let the bill go over 
until next Tuesday before be- 
ginning to discuss proposed 
amendments. 

Keating objected to the ex- 
tension. Chairman Emanuel 
Celler (Dem.), New York, a 
strong supporter of the legisla- 
tion, said he did not think it 
was fair to attribute the south- 
ern action’in this case to mere 
obstruction. Celler plans a 
final vote in his committee next 
week. The bill then would go 
to the House Rules Committee, 
the last stop before the House 
floor. 

In the Senate, a judiciary 
subcommittee finished civil 
rights hearings yesterday, but 
kept the record open for ad- 
ditional statements until Fri- 
day, indicating it will not meet 
to work on a bill until then. 

Final Witnesses. 

The final subcommittee wit- 
nesses yesterday were Gov. 
James P. Coleman of Mississippi 
and Senator Richard Neuberger 
(Dem.), Oregon. Coleman said: 

“There is no violence in Mis- 
sissippi. There is no violation 
of civil rights. If either did ex- 
ist, the proposals here’ made 
would not be the remedy.” 

The Governor criticized a 
plan in the administration pro- 
gram to give the Attorney Gen- 
era] authority to seek injunc- 
tions to block civil rights viola- 
tions. 

Under this procedure, Cole- 
man said, “trial by jury and 
similar'constitutional rights are 
to be discarded.” 

Neuberger said government 
by injunction would be less 
disturbing to him than “the 
denial of basic human rights 
to thousands of American citi- 
zens.” 

He said he did not think the | 
Attorney General would pro- | 
pose “a modification of trial by 
jury” unless he felt it was | 
impossible to get a fair jury | 
trial. 


DOCTOR’S DIPLOMA 
RULED FAKE AFTER 
30 YEARS’ PRACTICE

(UP)—Isaac E. Josefsberg of

McMeans Jr., 32 years old, 
said there was no indication of 
permanent damage to his left 
eve. 

Cox said he thought the acid 
attack was connected with the 
investigation of the bribe 
charges against him. 

Dr. McMeans, a Boy Scout 
leader and church deacon, said 
he knew of no direct connec- 
tion. He showed reporters the 
injured eye, which was almost 
closed. 

Police Have Few Clues. 

Officers were almost without 
clues. The bottle which had 
contained the acid was so badly 
shattered and covered with acid 
that officers ruled out finger- 
prints. 

Police and two Texas Rangers 
were questioning persons who 
might have been in the vicinity 
of Dr. McMeans’s office back 
door, where the attack occurred, 
in hopes they might have seen 
the assailant. 

Former Representative Cox, 
charged with agreeing to accept 
a bribe from a San Antoio na- 
turopathic physician in connec- 
tion with a bill before the Leg- 
islature, today said, “of course, 
we're very sorry it happened.” 

“Dr. McMeans is a very fine 
person,” he added. “‘This has us 
disturbed.

McMeans said he was leaving 
his clinic when the buzzer on | 
the back door sounded.

A County Borough System 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A complete governmental reorgan- 
ization to provide more efficient 
service, a more unified administra- 
tion of government, throughout the 
entire St. Louis county area, is most 
urgently needed, and is being de- 
manded by people in a majority of 
municipalities. 

The recent special elections calling 
for mayor-council or manager types 
of government are evidence that peo- 
ple are disgusted with their present 
form of government. However, these 
types of government are not the an- 
swer to the complexities of St. Louis 
county and 97 municipalities, in my 
opinion. 

Bellefontaine Neighbors has a com- 
prehensive zoning ordinance for our 
area of 22,000 people. Areas adjoin- 
ing have no zoning regulations. What 
good is zoning in five square miles 
when 30 square miles or more have 
no control? 

Bellefontaine Neighbors has a po- 
lice department with two cars on 
the street on 24-hour service, seven 
days a week. Our neighbors and 
other communities are not as for- 
tunate. 

Other services tell the same story. 

Elected officials performing part- 
time duties do the best they can 
under the circumstances. But the 
citizen is definitely not receiving the 
kind of administration he deserves. 
How can an alderman or councilman 
understand the legislative duties re- 
quired of him when he attends only 
one or two meetings per month? 

How can a mayor administer for 
22,000 citizens on a part-time basis, 
being chief executive and adminis- 
trator of a building department, plan- 
ning and zoning commission, board 
of adjustment, street department, po- 
lice department, treasurer, city clerk 
and many other commissions and 
committees @1 a part-time basis, 
mostly on his own time from 7 to 12 
p.m. after his regular working day, 
and on Saturdays and Sundays’ 

A federated type of government 
combined with a borough system sim- 
ilar to that of New York City through 
which many communities could 
merge in the northern part of the 
county, the western section and the 
southern section, and have all serv- 
ices handled from a central agency, 
seems an answer to our problems.

The Senate Concurs 


The 72-19 voté by which the Senate adopted 
the Middle East resolution should convince both 
Russia and the Arab states that there is no 
essential difference between Congress and the 
President on the United States; stake in the 
strength and independence of that area. The 
House passed the resolution by a 6-to-1 ratio 
and the Senate despite misgivings gave It nearly 
4 to 1. 

It is even more significant, perhaps, that the 
Senate had earlier defeatéd by the unexpectedly 
large vote of 58 to 28 the Russell amendment 
which would have reduced the resolution to a 
mere statement of military interest. . 


Although it is important to warn Russia 
against outright military attack In that area, 
the danger of such an attack is not nearly so 
acute as that of economic and political pene- 
tration. Our Middle East policy must be fash- 
ioned to meet the immediate situation, not only 
a potential one. 


As debate has shown, the resolution is not 
a full-blown Middle East policy, but the frame- 
work for a policy, and a necessary one. For it 
expresses the shared conviction of Congress and 
the President that: (1) the independence of the 
Middle East is threatened by Soviet efforts to 
extend its influence there; (2) an independent 
Middle East is an objective of American foreign 
policy; and (3) in pursyit of that objective the 
United States should stand ready to help de- 
fend the area against armed attack, and to ex- 
tend its military and economic co-operation. 


The mere statement of these principles does 
not, of course, assure that they will be effec- 
tively carried out. That is the task confronting 
the Administration now, and Congress ought to 
keep an eye on how the task is performed, espe- 
cially in the field of devising an effective pro- 
gram of economic aid. 


Senator Hennings stated during the debate 
that most of the $200,000,000 authorized for im- 
mediate expenditure is to go for “budgetary 
assistance’’—that is, to keep local governments 
operating in the absence of their normal reve- 
nues. Obviously, helping the Arab states meet 
deficits resulting from the closing of the: Suez 
canal, military preparations against Israel or 
other causes can be regarded as only a tem- 
porary, emergency policy. 

For basic resource development and meaning- 
ful technical assistance, which offer the best 
hope of attacking the poverty that underlies so 
many problems of the region, a program must 
still be formulated. 


We hope the Richards mission will contribute 
useful ideas in this direction and that it will 
particularly explore the possibilities of regional 
projects bringing several nations together in a 
co-operative effort. Shoring up feudal sheik- 
doms or ambitious dictators will not appeal to 
Americans as a sound long-term policy, but de- 
veloping basic resources which benefit the peo- 
ple as a whole, and inducing their nationalistic 
leaders to work together, are worthy goals.

Ideas, But Too Few, on Drouth 


President Eisenhower's special drouth mes- 
sage conveys several sourd suggestions to Con- 
gress. A requirement that the states pay a 
fourth of the cost of some forms of drouth as- 
sistance, proposed in Secretary Benson's accom- 
panying letter, is entitled to sympathetic accept- 
ance. There is an inequity in requiring farmers 


to report in one income-tax year the proceeds 
from cattle sold at forced sale because of 


drouth, as the Wichita conference report, which 
also accompanied the President's message, 
declared. 


The weakness of the presidential message 
was that it came to grips only with the peri- 
pheries of the problem, and not with the prob- 
lem itself, It displayed little comprehension of 
the great need for a comprehensive and long- 
range program to minimize the ill effects of 
drouth in future. It showed no grasp of the 
Federal Government’s role as stimulator and co- 
ordinator, but tended to picture the national 
leadership as tagging along at the heels of the 
state leaderships, picking up whatever they 
had not done. 

The national disaster of recurrent drouth de- 
mands both a bolder and a broader outlook.

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Long Remember 


Down in the Old Courthouse they scheduled 
a public meeting to mark the 100th anniversary 
of the Dred Scott decision. The program in- 
cluded a talk by John A. Madison Sr., great 
grandson of the most famous slave in American 
history—a talk fashioned after Lincoln's Gettys- 
burg Address and delivered in the very court- 
room where the case began. 


It is altogether fitting and proper that they 
should do this. For you could not tell the story 
of the United States without telling the story 
of Dred Scott. Born in slavery about 1795 in 
Virginia, he passed his early years an the plan- 
tation of Capt, Peter Blow, who, just 130 years 
ago, moved his family and chattels to St. Louis. 
Purchased from Blow’s daughter, Elizabeth, by 
Dr. John Emerson, army surgeon, Dred Scott 
went as a servant to free soil for five years— 
three in Illinois. and two in Wisconsin. 


This residence in free territory became the 
basis in 1846 for the suits begun by Henry T. 
Blow, son of Scott's former owner, to free the 
slave and his family. Whether the “man of 
color” comprehended the litigation, he could 
do no more than make his mark on the petition. 
For six years he was under the nominal control 
of the Sheriff, who hired him out at $5 a 
month. The decision in the state case was 
against Dred Scott's freedom. And sg0 to trans- 
fer the litigation to the federal courts, he was 
sold on paper to John F. A. Sanford of New 
York. 


For three years, 1854-57, the case ran the 
gamut of the federal courts and Dred Scott ran 
errands and swept out around St. Louis. Finally, 
March 6, 1857, the Supreme Court in Washing- 
ton speaking through Chief Justice Roger B. 


, Taney, held that under the laws of Missouri, 


Dred Scott, being a Negro, could not constitu- 
tionally sue in a federal court for his freedom. 
Some two months later, he was sold, probably 
again fictitiously to Taylor Blow, another son of 
his early master, for the purpose of freelfig the 
slave once and for all. Set up by his prominence 
as a St. Louis personage, the good-natured han- 
dyman served out his days as the porter at Bar- 
tum's hotel, where, we are told, “he was an 
object of interest and curiosity to the guests.” 
But that was only the human interest part of 
it. The Supreme Court did much more than pass 
on the petition for Dred Scott's freedom, It got 
into the question of constitutionality of the Kan- 
sas-Nebraska Act, holding that Congress had no 
power to exclude slavery from territories. , Dis- 
senting Justices denounced the sweep of the 
majority opinions of which there were seven in 
all. The abolitionist press took up the fight 
anew, and in Congress Chief Justice Taney and 


his associates were bitterly condemned. The 


judicial effort to settle the slavery issue only 
made matters worse. 
than ever. A lot of river water has washed the 
levee’s cobblestones, below the Old Courthouse, 
in the century that has gone. And in that time 
the Supreme Court has straightened itself out on 
the side of man’s freedom, and the country !s 
doing so, too. Dred Scott lies in an unmarked 
grave but his story lives as the prophecy of 
America still to be. 
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Mayor Tucker By a Mile 

Mayor Tucker’s handsome victory over former 
Sheriff Callanan for the Democratic mayoral 
nomination was earned by almost four years of 
dedicated community leadership. The size of 
his triumph — about 80 per cent of the total 
vote on the Democratic side—clearly indicated 
that the people were aware of his accomplish- 
ments. 

Mayor Tucker has been good for St. Louis. 
It would have been tragic had the ex-sheriff 
been able to sneak in the back way, so to speak, 
in a light vote. Whether that was his hope is a 
question; the important thing is that the people 
turned out and nominated the best man. 

For St. Louis, Mr. Tucker has been,.a symbol 
of substantial progress—of a city awake and 
doing. The former sheriff was a reminder of 
what happens when the people sleep and the 
bogs takes over—the creation bf a political ma- 
chine to serve the selfish special interests of 
the boss and his lieutenants. 

On the Republican side, Richard J. Mehan, a 
31-year-old attorney, was nominated without op- 
position. Only a few voters participated 
in the G.O.P. primary, 1arge numbers of them 
evidently moving into the Democratic contest 
to make sure that Mayor Tucker would have 
no trouble from his last-minute opponent. 


Thus in the municipal election April 2 the 
Mayor will face Mr. Mehan for the privilege of 
leading the community for what is likely to be 
four. of the most fateful years in the city’s 
history. Not only will the 1957-61 mayor be 
responsible for continuing the fine record of 
progress of the last four years; he also will be 
responsible for leading the campaign for adop- 
tion of a new City Charter and then imple- 
menting its provisions. 

In addition, City Hall undoubtedly will be 
looked to for leadership in any move to adjust 
city-county inter-governmental relations, as well 
as for a permanent solution to the area-wide 
transit problem, These are urgent issues which 
deserve enlightened discussion during the gen- 
eral election campaign. 
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Compassion Looks the Other Way 

The Hungarian refugees have been pushed 
out of the headlines, but they are as alive as 
ever—at heavy cost to their good neighbors. 
There still are about 60,000 of them in Austria 
and close to 20,000 in Yugoslavia. Amazingly 
little help has been extended to those nations. 

The U.N. Secretary General has been able to 
collect only half of the $10,000,000 he asked for 
this purpose. With U.N. money, the Red Cross 
promised to care for 45,000 refugees until July. 
Then the charge falls on Vienna which already 
is paying out $80,000 a day. So far, Yugoslavia 
has received only $50,000—enough to care for 
its refugees for two days. Yet neither country 
has denied asylum to even one person, 

Other countries, it is true, will admit Hun- 
garians, but there are no funds for sending 
them to France, let alone Australia. Another 
difficulty is Washington's indecision about how 
many more it will admit. So long as there is 
hope here, many are reluctant to go elsewhere. 
Congress and the U.N. Assembly may move 
slowly, but surely emergency aid can be ex- 
tended to Austria and Yugoslavia, Everybody 
was emotional about the brave Hungarians while 
the Russian guns were blazing, but how quickly 
compassion learned to look the other way.

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The Patrol’s Fire Report 

The State Highway Patrol’s report on the 
nursing home fire at Warrenton plainly indi- 
cates that insofar as possible the mentally irre 
sponsible should not be mixed with more nor- 
mal patients. Many of the patients were mental 
cases, and any one of them could have started 
the conflagration by setting fire to his bed ac- 
cidentally or on purpose, the report said, though 
no evidence of arson was found. A survivor 
furthermore is quoted as saying some patients 
were locked or latched in their rooms at the 
time of the fire. 

The presence of mental cases in a home of 
general cust 1 care thus heightens both the 
hazard of fire and the probability of disaster 
after fire has struck. We would seriously ques- 
tion the practice of ever locking or latching in 
a patient. Those unfortunate enough to be ir- 
responsible for their own or others’ safety 
should preferably be housed together, and in 
fireproof construction. 

This ideal is admittedly a difficult one to 
achieve. The dividing line between the respon- 
sible and the not responsible may be thin, and 
may alter almost imperceptibly from time to 
time. But Missouri can come closer to propér 
accommodations for the various types of aged 
patients than at present. An over-all survey of 
the kinds and numbers of patients to be dealt

The choice for the new director must 
be a man who has proved his belief in 
the theory and practice of TVA. 


He must be a man who has demon- 
strated by his record a capacity to live 
up to the established standards of TVA, 
and to the traditional role of TVA di- 
rectors as being men above partisan 
control and prejudice, men of out- 
standing ability and integrity. 

Only with such men at the helm 
will TVA be free of the political med- 
dling and muddling that has plagued 
it since the appointment of Gen. Vogel, 
and which now threatens the stability 
and future of the entire area served 
by the agency.

Beiween Book Ends’ 


Time-Tested Mixture 


BLUE CAMELLIA, by Frances.Parkinson 

Keyes. (Messner, 432 pgs., $3.95 

The title of this book is not, as might 
be supposed, the name of a flower. It 
is, instead, the name given to a new 
kind of rice, and thereby hangs Mrs 
Keyes’s new tale? Though not perhaps 
the best of her romantic novels, it is 
a characteristic example, of her con- 
scientious lling style, painstak- 
ingly plotted, peopled with familiar 
characters, and rather ponderous in. its 
motion. By the same standard, too, it 
is as accurate in its period background 
as long and laborious research can 
make it. (The text is illustrated with 
period diagrams, 
and an impressive 
bibliography is 
listed.) 


The scene is again

tion 18,000,000 tons of coal, 
which Lord Mills called “our 
main, practically our only na- 
tural resource.” 

Tripling nuclear power also 
will help to counteract the 
British economy's dependence 
on oil imports. These have been 
drastically reduced since Egypt 
blocked the Suez canal. The 
Soviet infiltration in the Mid 
die East in the opinion of the 
Cabinet makes the future 
availability of oil supplies 
doubtful. 

Old Program Compared. 

The boldness of the govern- 
ment’s approach to the solu- 
tion of the nation’s power prob- 
lems is demenstrated by a com- 
parison of the old program 
with the new. 

The government announced 
in February 1955 a goal of be- 
tween 1500 and 2000 negawatts 
of nuclear power in operation 
by the end of 1965. The cost of 
this original program was es- 
timated at about $840,000,000 
when it was announced. It was 
dwarfed by the revised pro- 
gram under which about a sixth 
of Britain’s electricity will be 
produced from the -new form 
of energy by 1965. 

The costs will be enormous, 
and Lord Mills reminded the 
House of Lords it would repre- 
sent a “very heavy burden” on 
Britain's capital resources at a 
time when they are to be seri- 
ously strained. 

The cost of erecting new 
power stations is estimated at 
about $495,600,000. The total 
costs of the new program, 
therefore, will be in the neigh- 
borhood, at current prices, of 
$2,573,200,000. 

The total outlay for produc- 
tion of energy from conven- 
tional and nuclear sources is 
estimated at $4,088,000,000. 

Method of Financing. 

The program will be finan- 
eed, Lord Mills said at a news 
conference, by the English and 
Scottish electricity authorities 
and by loans from the govern- 
ment. 

Sir Edwin Plowden, chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Authority, 
told the press he was not pre- 
pared to estimate the annual 
output of plutonium envisaged 
in the nuclear power program. 

“Up to $1965,” he said, “there 
will not be much, but after 
that there will be quite a lot.” 

Selection of sites for the new 
muclear power stations will be 
a problem. The stations require 
vast quantities of water for 
their operation and hence they 
will be built on the sea or on 
estuaries. At least one may be 
in Wales. 

Nuclear power stations are 
not necessary in areas where 
there are plentiful supplies of 
coal. Consequently it is expec- 
ted the majority of the new sta- 
tions will be on the coast in 
England south of the line from 
the Wash to the Bristol channel. 
This is the area that provides 
40 per cent of the demand for 
electricity. 

Other Likely Areas. 

Otheflikely areas are north 
and southwest Wales, Cumber- 
land and south Scotland. Orders 
have already been placed, un- 
der the old program, for the 
construction of three stations 
at Berkeley in Gloucestershire, 
Bradwell in Essex and Hunters- 
ton in Ayershire, Scotland. 

The Government's drive for 
power embraces coal production 
as well as nuclear resources. 
The first two months of this 
year have shown a satisfying 
rise in coal production of 1,- 
448.300 tons above the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 
This has resulted in a fall in 
coal imports from 1,171,700 tons 
in the first eight weeks of 1956 
to 473,300 tons in the same per- 
iod this year. 

The principal question raised 
by the revised program among 
politicians and economists is 
whether the nation can stand 
the cost of nuclear energy. The 
additional cost of the program 
compared with one based on 
conventional power stations is 
estimated at about $2,100,000,- 
000.

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: When I was 14 years old I 

Was run down by a truck. I have been nervous ever 

since. Prior to the accident, I didn't know what nerves 
were. My doctor tells me I have high blood pressure. But 
I have a good heart. X-rays 
show it is normal in size 
and the cardiogram is neg- 
ative. My kidneys are also 
in good shape.

Cutting Holes in Plaster 


HILE some of us spend 
our time patching holes in 
plaster walls, there are 
others who worry about how to 
cut a hole in plaster walls for 
a new bathroom medicine cabi- 
net, a passthrough, or maybe 
even a new doorway. 

When it’s nessary to make 
any sizable opening in a plaster 
wall we try to have a piece of 
the wall studding form one side 
of the opening. This means we 
first must locate the studding 
either through pounding on the 
wall or by drilling through the 
plaster. Once we've located the 
gtud the area to be. removed 
should be marked out on the 
plaster. Use a level and plumb 
line to make these markings 
as true as possible. 

You can cut -through the 
plaster with a cold chisel and 
a hammer or with an old wood 
chisel that is no longer suit- 
able for wood. Cut along the 
line and be careful as possible 
not to chip out the plaster on 
the far side of the line. 

Once you've got through the 
plaster you will have to cut 
through the lath. For wood or 
gypsum lath a keyhole saw 
works fine. For metal you'll 
have to use a hacksaw and a 
keyhole type hacksaw is best, as 
it does not have the frame like 
the standard type. Drill holes 
at two opposite corners to pro- 
vide a space to get the saw 
started. If you encounter stud- 
ding, this can be cut through 
right along with the lath. Don’t 
use your best handsaw however, 
because there may be nails or 
metal about which will dull the 
teeth. 

You'll avoid a lot of mess if 
you try to take the entire section 
of the plaster out in one operat- 
ion rather than breaking it up 
into small pieces which will 
create an awful lot of dust and 
dirt.

FIRST the allowance is a few cents a week to be spent 
for sweets. The child is given his allowance on a set day, 
so he learns to know when he will have money agaim and 
plan accordingly. That planning and knowledge are both 
essential to sound allowance-spending practice. 

As the child grows in understanding of money, his al- 
lowance is increased. School children may be given money 
to buy extra pencils, crayons, or other small needs of 
youngsters who love to have something of their own to use. 
The high-school child has been buying some school sup- 
plies and some of his clothes—stockings, socks, gloves, 
scarves, other little things—and has been shopping under 
supervision for sometime. Now, as he approaches gradua- 
tion, he has the experience and the knowledge that enables 
him to use his money with discretion. Very likely, he has 
earned and saved some. If he gradually has been freed 
of close supervision, trained to keep account of his funds, 
to plan ahead for things to come, he is ready to go on his 
own and enter college or career as a young adult who 
knows what he is about where his money is concerned. 

x * * 

UNLESS CHILDREN are trained in this field of human 
activity—trained to spend, to save, to look ahead—they will 
make serious mistakes when at last they are let loose on an 
unknown expanse of life. One such young person given 
a charge account for the first time in his life ran up a stag- 
gering bill in his first month in college. 

The allowance for each child is important to his char- 
acter, to his common sense, to his feeling of unity with his 
family. I do not believe in paying children for helping in 
the house. Keeping the home pleasant is a family affair, 
and youngsters share its duties as well as its joys. How 
much an allowance should be must depend on the scale of 
family living, but it should not be enough to color the 
spending with thoughtless extravagance nor darken a child’s 
life with poverty beyond necessity. The middle of the road, 
as usual, is best. ‘

Nazi Sweep Forces Flight From France 


Duchess Says Duke Wanted to Return to England but Wouldn't Unless She Gained Recognition

IRECTLY on our return to 
Drrance in late September 

1939, David reported to his 
Military Mission at French 
General Headquarters outside 
Paris. We decided to stay at 
the Trianon Palace Hotel in 
Versailles. Being anxious to do 
my bit, I joined a French re- 
lief organization, the Colis de 
Trianon. 

Wearying of hotel life, I 
soon decided to take a chance 
and move back to the house 
on the Boulevard Suchet. By 
this time an old friend of 
David's, Maj. Gray Phillips, of 
the Black Watch, had come 
from England to join our house- 
hold as comptroller. 

On my return to Paris I took 
another job, joining the motor 
branch, called the Section San- 
itaire, of the French Red Cross, 
and contributing my car. Be- 
tween the Section Sanitaire 
and the Colis de Trianon, I 
was busier and perhaps more 
useful tHan I had cver been 
in my life. 

The winter passed. And noth- 
ing really important happened. 
David, like me, was all the 
while on the move. 

Spring of 1940 came- early. 
Flowers suddenly spangled the 
meadows and paths of the Bolts 
de Boulogne. And with equal 
suddenness Hitler’s forces 
sprang forward, and before one 
had really grasped that the 
Phony War had ceased to be 
phony, it was all but lost. 

Three days or so later—it 
was either May 15 or 16 — 
David burst into the house late 
in the afternoon. Seizing my 
arm, he said, “You're leaving 
Paris this evening. rll give you 
two hours to pack.” 

We got out the Guide Michelin 
to look for a place to head for. 
Running my eyes over the map, 
I noticed the name Blois, in the 
chateau country. It was there 
that I had stopped with Perry 
Brownlow, on my way to ‘Can- 
nes in 1936 I remembered the 
charming little hotel and the 
kindly patron. Blois seemed the 


logical place to stop while 
assessing the situation. David 
agreed. 


The roads leading south#and 
west from Paris were crowded. 
It was dusk when we firfally 
reached Blois, and I was dis- 
couraged to see the entrance of 
the hotel blocked with cars. The 
innkeeper recognized me, Even- 
tually, he found two small cots, 
which he put ina tiny sitting 
room on the ground floor. There 
David and I spent the night. 

The next morning David de- 
cided to take me to Biarritz on 
the Basque coast. From there, 
if the Germans overran France 
in a rush, it would be only 
a step to the Spanish frontier. 
We were off again, and, in the 
late afternoon, very weary, we 
drove up to the Hotel du Pala, 
which was also packed to the 
rafters with refugees. 

Early the following day David 
went back to Paris to rejoin 
the Mission. Then, perhaps a 
week after my arrival at Biar- 
ritz, he called to say that his 
Mission had been ordered to 
leave Paris. A new threat had 
appeared. The entrance into the 
war of the Italians on the side 
of the Germans was imminent. 

David was being given a leave 
of absence from the Mission 
to close up La Croe and also to 
establish contact with the French 
forces drawn up along the Ital- 
ian frontier. 

The day we arrived at La 
Croe, May 29, was warm and 
sunny. The war seemed alto- 
gether unreal and remote. 

Then one day at lunch— 
June 10, to be exact—the radio 
anounced that Italy had en- 
tered the war and fighting had 
already started along the French 
frontier, some 40 miles to the 
east of us. 

The sunny tranquillity of the 
Cote d’Azur began to disinte- 
grate. My uneasiness turned

turned to say tonelessly, “Let's 
get on with the packing. I’ve 
told Dodds we'll be ready to 
leave with him.”

Not long afterward Consul 
Dodds and the Vice Consul from 
Menton arrived in their cars. 
Two days later, after much 
frustration and delay, our party 
crossed the Spanish frontier at 
Port Bou 

After being on the move so 
long, it was a relief just to be 
able to sit still for a little while. 
For two days David and I rested 
at Barcelona before continuing 
on to Madrid. 

In a material sense, David 
and I were more or less back 
where we were in December, 
1936—certainly homeless, once 
more adrift in a strange country, 
our possessions scattered, David 
without a post, and our pros- 
pects befogged. 


In our general misfortune 
there appeared at this point a 
promising gleam of light. David 
was hopeful that with Winston 
Churchill, his great friend, at 
last Prime Minister an appro- 
priate job would quickly be 
found for him in his country’s 
service. 


Buoyed up by this hope, we | 


continued on to Madrid, ac- 
companied by the Woods and 
Gray Phillips. By a strange 
coincidence, the British Ambas- 
sador was Sir Samuel Hoare, 
to whom David had turned early 
in the Abdication crisis. Sir 
Samuel had important informa- 
tion for us: Winston Churchill 
wanted David to return to Great 
Britain immediately by way of 
Portugal. Toward that end, two 
flying boats of the Coastal Com- 
mand were to be sent to Lisbon, 
on our arrival to pick us up. 

But David had his back up. 
Still resentful over the cool 
reception accorded him on his 
last visit to London, he made 
up his mind, without taking 
me fully into his confidence, 
that certain conditions would 
have to be clearly spelled out 
in advance of his returning. 
One was the kind of job that 
the Government had in mind 
for him—and he was eager 
to be put to work. The other 
was the question of whether 
or not I was to be accorded 
equality with the wives of his 
brothers. 


However, all that I knew at 
the time was that cables were 
flying back and forth between 
Winston and David, that some 
kind of row over what David 
dismissed as “mere details” 
was brewing between them. 
Still in company with the 
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Woods and Gray Phillips, David 
and I left Madrid early in July 
and motored across Spain, tak- 
ing two days for the trip. We 
had known the British Ambas- 
sador to Portugal, Sir Walford 
Selby, and his wife, in Vienna. 
He had arranged for us to be 
put up at the house of a Por- 
tuguese banker, Dr. Ricardo de 
Espirito Santo e Silva, in 
Estoril, near the town of Cas- 
cais, on the coast.

E went there directly. Sir 

Walford was waiting for us, 

together with our host and 
hostess. The plan was for us to 
stay only overnight. In fact, 
the Ambassador had with him 
the captains of the two flying 
boats. 

Although Winston Churchill 
had not been able to obtain 
from Buckingham Palace the 
answers to David's questions 


about what was to be done

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about David and me, Winston 
now pressed David to forget 
about his conditions and to 
come home in the flying boats. 
But David, much as he ad- 
mired Winston and anxious as 
he was to be back in England, 
was not to be persuaded. 

He informed the Ambassador 
that he was not stirring from 
Lisbon until he knew where 
he stood. Because of the dead- 
lock he requested Sir Walford 
to have the flying boats sent 
home immediately.

HAT followed now seems 
fantastic and perhaps even 
a little silly. But David's 
pride was enraged, and he was 
deadly serious. When. after 
some time, he felt it necessary 
to tell me what was going on, 
he put the situation in appraxi- 
mately these terms: 

“I won't have them push us 
into a bottom drawer. It must 
be the two of us together— 
man and wife with the same 
position. Now, I am only too 
well aware of the risk of my 
being misunderstood in press- 
ing for this at such a time. 
Some people will probably say 
that, with a war on, these trifles 
should be forgotten. 

“But they are not trifles to 
me. Whatever I am to be lI 
must be with you; any position 
1 am called upon to fill I can 
only fill with you.” 

The upshot was that David 
finally informed the Prime 
Minister that he would not and 
could not return to Great Brit- 
ain so long as his conditions 
were ignored but that he was 
ready to serve anywhere over- 
seas that his brother or Winston 
designated. 

The dispute evaporated with 
the arrival of a warmly worded 
cable from Churchill. The mes- 
sage said, in effect, that the 
King would be pleased to ap- 
point David Governor of the 
Bahamas. 

David came to my room to 
tell me. “Well, darling,” he 
began, “they've finally found a 
job for me.” 

The look on his face made me 
hold back the obvious question. 

“The Bahamas,” he added, 
“Governor of the Colony of the 
Bahamas—one of the few parts 
of the Empire I missed in my 
travels. It’s a small governor- 
ship and 3000 miles from the 
war. Well, Winston said he was 
sorry, but it was the best he 
could do, and I shall keep my 
end of the bargain. We leave 


on the first available ship.” 
From the book, ‘‘The Heart Has Its 
Reasons,” ublished by David McKay 
Co., New York Copyright 1956 by 
the Duchess of Windsor Published si- 
multaneously in the United States and 
Canada Reproduction in any manner 
in whole or in part in English or other 
‘languages is strictly ohibited.

0 NE thing which impressed 


onlookers and the Ameri-

The view of dummy afforded 
by the heart king opening did 
surely indicate that a diamond 
shift was in order. Dummy’s 
club suit was too imposing. In 
Shifting to diamonds the ace 
might be the more normal card 
to select—for a hurried or un- 
thinking player. But South had 
three minutes and reasoned that 
the low lead was not only su- 
perior but necessary not only 
whenever his partner had the 
king and only one small and no 
high trump, but whenever part- 
ner had two small and a first 
or second round trump trick, as 
was actually the case.

Gold bistro 
tables and chairs were arranged before a background of 
eight-foot kiosks alternating with massive gold urns holding 
rhododendron, the whole outlined by alow green hedge. 
The room itself, ultra modern in design, is dominated 
by a tall curved ceiling of black and charcoal with lights 
twinkling from 30,000 perforations, like stars in the sky. 
At intervals hang brass mobile lights—clusters of lights 
from which brass arms shoot out and seem to explode into 
smaller lights.

WASHINGTON 


AM in Washington for a 
meeting of the American As- 
sociation for the United Na- 

tions, at which about 100 
organizations are represented, 
and for the second time in a 
‘week heard Thomas K. Finklet- 
ter, former Secretary of the 
Air Force speak. 

I heard him in New York last 
week at the annual dinner of 
the Americans for Democratic 
Action and again here in Wash- 
ington where he emphasized 
the importance of the U.N. and 
our participation in it. 

One point he made in his 
speech I would like to pass 
along. That is that it is not 
enough for a great nation like 
the United States to be a mem- 
ber of the U.N. In addition, it 
must have a policy to inspire 
confidence in smaller nations to 
think on a world-wide scale and 
lead in the formation of U.N. 
policy. 

Such a position I have felt 
for a long time is a vital ne- 
cessity for the United States. 
and I hope more people wil! 
think of this country as a real 
leader in the U.N.
